To Improve Mark’s Cave

(F. F. Jacobs in Chicago News.) 

Washing with a strong alkali solu- 
tion the stalactites and stalagmites 
of the well known Mark Twain cave 
in which his characters, Tom Saw- 
yer and Becky Thatcher, were lost 
as described in “Tom Sawyer,” is 
contemplated by E, T. Cameron, 
owner of the almost endless passage- 
way beneath the hills a short dis- 
tance below Hannibal, Mo., Mark 
T'wain’s boyhood home, and. in sight 
of the Mississippi river. 

“They would: look so much better 
to tourists if they could be whitened 
that I think I shall try a strong 
2ikali solution on them,” said Mr, 
Cameron, as he looked upon the icicle- 
like formation: ef grayish limestone 
hanging from the rock roof and grcew- 
ing with incalculable slowness as the 
mineral-charged water seeps down to 
ihe moist tip at the rate which Murk 
Twain figured at “a drop every three 
minutes, a dessert spoonful every 2 
hours,” throughout the ages to form 
on the eave floor the corresponding 
stalagmites, 

“IT don't 
turn gray; 
like a drop is white,” 
said, 

He admitted that. the candles used 

by thousands of tourists” through 
many years in seeing the cave might 
have smoked up the interior some- 
what. 
It is doubtful if they can be made 
assume any other hue than that 
of the mother rock without a coat of 
white bathroom enamel or the white- 
wash that Tom Sawyer persuaded his 
gang to smear on his aunt’s fence 
back in Hannibal, the village of St. 
Petersburg in the book. 

How many miles’ of passageway 
there are in the cave no one knows, 
but Mr. Cameron only figures it 
would take a man two days to cover 
all that has been explored. Some of 
the natives think the cave is endless. 
Mr. Cameron shatters the illusion. 

“The only reason the end has not 
been found is because-a grown man 
ean not gét through some of the smi: il] 
places into the passages beyond,” he 
said. He also laughed at a_ local 
tradition about “bottomless pits.” 

Without a‘guide it is quite possible 
for the venturesome to be lost in the 
eave, Three or four boys were lost 
last summer because they crawled 
through small openings out of the 
regular lanes; but they were all 
found without much difficulty.

A visit to an operating room will convince you that an operator has all 
to lose and nothing to gain by making a false report. 


Should she tell you the line is busy, without first testing it, she knows 
you will call again in a few minutes, so her work is not lessened. 


Busy and don’t answer reports and disconnections increase the com- 
pany’s expense and the operator’s work.
